THE POILADELPHIA COMMISSIONS.
NorwirasTaspivg the indignant protest of
the Hepublican State Coniral O mmittee
against the proposition to cre:te a batch of
new commissivns for the governm nt of Phi-
ladelphia, and the disfavor with whch thiy
project is regarded by fair-mnded men of
all parties, it is by no means certa n that the
conspirators against the people have yet
abandoned their nefarious schems. The only
safe ground to take on this subject is to op-
pose the creation of new commissious of any
description or for any purpose by the Legis-
lature. Such & body should |Dbe
prohibited by the Constitation from naming
persons who are to> exercise importsnt and
eontinuous executive powers, and it is against
the whole theory of our Government that
they should dare to exercise ru‘h extraordi.
nary functions, We had far better permit ths
Legislature to name our M.yor than allow it
to designate who shall control either oar
Highway or Water Departments; and if the
precedent is fairly set of handing over this
city to the control of any set of men
who are despicable enongh to be
pimps  of the Legislature or rich
epnough to buy it, every vestige of local self-
government in other portions of the Com.
monwealth may gradua'ly be swep: away.
The evils to which unbridled and unshecked
commission government gives rise are fear-
fully illustrated by the present position of
New York, where four or five men sport at
will with the welfare and treasure of a great
city. Their leader, Tweed, wields sovereign
power through his inflnence over the Legisla-
ture; and after having secured the passage of
enactments that entrench him and his favor.
ites in positions of the utmost importance,
he is conatantly endeavoring to fortify ani
extend the domain ruled arbitrarily by him-
gelf and his fellow-usurpers, The foundatiou
of a similar system has been laid here, ani
it will be the saddest day in
the history of  Philadelphia  when
progress is made towards the completion of
what ocannot fail to be an edifice of
despotism. Year after year legislative inter.
ference in purely municipal affairs has in.
creased, on grod and sometimes on bad pre-
texts, until now we are threatened with the
sway of a series of legislative juntas. The
people of the whole Btate would not tolerate
for a moment the idea of permitting the
Legislature to decide in whom the executive
powers of the Commonwealth should be
vested, nor would the people of anv interior
county permit the Legislature to appoint for
them such officials a8 County Commsssioners,
and the instinetive aversion to such
an arrogation of power is strengthened when.
gver it is subjected to the tests of reason and
experience, Happily for the State the Legis-
lsture has been entrnsted with the eleo-
tion of but important State official, the State
Treasurer, and this power has been so cor-
ruptly and unwisely exercised that the whole
Commonwealth cries out for its removal from
bands that are manifestly unfit to exercise
it. The Legislature has also been
entrusted with the task of eleoting
members of the United States Benate; and in
this matter, too, it has, time and again,
brought shame and reproach upon its indivi-
dual wembers and the State, The people, as
8 body, may make some bad mistakes, but
they are always animated by better and purer
motives than their legislators, and in nearly
every case they would eleot better local offi-
cers than the Legislature wounld appoint. We
protest, therefore, aguingt the principle of
pamitting the L{rgiulutnm to degjgnate by
pame commissioners who are to bhe endowed
with exedutive powers, whether th:y are to
not for Philade!phia or for any other gection
of the State. The Legislature has the right
to make laws, but no right to say who ghall
execnte them; and if it confined itsell to iis
legitimate duty of moulding useful legisla-
tion, it would go far to recover some of the
public respect which it is so rapidly losing.

A wolnn
who oan perform the duties of a housshold
gervant, and who refnaes Lo do so besanse her
enployers will not invite her into the parlor
o nid in the entertainwent of their visitors,
is really deserving of bat little sympathy: and
the advocates of womau's rights could per-
form no better wervice than by snconraging
their wouk sisters to awallow their pride and
sccept cheerfully employment that will give
them snpport if they do their daty.

THE GERMANS IN PARIS,
Tue New York Werld, and in its following
all the extreme sympathizers with Frauce,
are indulging im unmitigated abnss of the
Emperor William, becanse of the alleged
severity of the terms of peace dic-
tated fto France. “It is,” says the
Word, ‘“‘unworthy of a pgreat and
magnanimons peop e, like the Germans, and
confirms the general opinion of the hanghty
arrogance of Bismarck and the despotic self-
ishness of his imperial master.” But the par-
tioular poin’ on which the French sympa-
thizers 1 y the greatest stress 18 the ooun
pation of Paris—‘‘a trivial thing," in the ayas
of the Wor'd, which ‘“‘can bring no advan-
tage to Germany, and teads to exasperate a
brave and sensitive people.” The ocmpation
of Paris, however, was so strongly insisted
uvpon by the victors, that Presiient Thiers,
in his proclamation, says the Governwment
was able to seonre an extension of . the
armistice only by consenting to it. There
was a great deal of bluster on the eve of the
occupation, Paris, having failed to repel the
besiegers during the investment of the city,
witi determined to do something when the
enemy was sotually within the enceinte, Like
‘“Young Gosling” in his encounter with *‘F ox
Fowler,"” the women and ths nrohins clamorad
for rifled cannon, and swore a solemn oath to
anuibilate every German who ven'ured to
pass the walls, The mob unearthed a hun.
dred dirabled guns and a score of broken-
down mitraillenses, and bung and drowned a
belf dozen policemen, to show that they
weant business, And then, when the grand
woment for action came, they listened to
wiser connsels and betook themselves to the
churches. Bo the victorions Germans filed
into the capital yesterday morning at ten
o'clock, and, as far as the despatches have
gone, pot ason of the Fatherland was mo-

lested.
The do-to-others-as-youn-wounld -have-others-

do-unto-you policy is, after all, the best
policy, agide from all the scriptural injune-
tions by which it is enforced. It is, more-
over, a8 app'icable to nations as it is to indi-
viduals. No community which habitaally
disregards it can seenre permanent prosperity,
But there is a class of persons to whom it1s
impossible to extend it. The desperate
eriminal, on general prinoiples, mnust be
made an exception to the rule, and the nation
which plases itself in a position of ocaussless
antagonism to its neighbors must bs so dealt
with as to be convinced that its evil courses
can not be indulged in with impunity., France
rushed into the war against Germany without
a decent pretext. The ory, at the oatset, was
“On to Ber'in!" Napoleon started it, it
is true, but all Francs took up the
menace, and echoed it with enthnsiastic
energy. If the French had sunccesded ia
peneirating to the Pruasian ocapital, they
would not have hesitated to follow the ex.
ample of the First Napoleon after Jena,
Berlin would have been oconpied, without re.
gard to the sentimental. opposition of its
burghers, without a thought of magoanimons
forbearance, without the slightest tincture of
generosity towards a fallen foe, Bat the
French did not get as far as Berlin, and the
Germans did reach the wails of Paris. If
they bad turned their backs upon the city on
the declaration of peace, they would have
done a generous and wagnanimons deed; but
France would bave given them no credit
for so doing. The omission to parade
their viotorious colamns on the Ohamps
Elysees would bave been laid at the door of
cowardice. To convinoe Franece, and above
all to convinece Paris, that the Germans had
the best of it, the partial occupation of the
capital was even more necessary than the
cession of Strusburg and Metz. Powerless in
the grip of the victors, France has been made
to pay exemplary damages in the grand Ger-
wan’ pageant which took place yesterday.
Bhe has simply suffered the punishment
which, 88 a convicted eriminal among the
nations, sbe fully and richly deserved.
Whether ber acgressive propensities have
been eradicated or not by the hmniliation and
suffering whioh they have entailed upon her,
time alone can develop. Certainly she has
been shorn of her strength and deprived of
ber power for mischief for many years to
come; and to convinee her that such is the

THE PUBILIC BUILDINGS QUESTION
IN THE LEGISLATURK.

Mz, Decnzur yesterday, in the State Senate,
followed in the footateps of the joonlar Nagle,
and introduced a bill to regnlate the erection
of the publie buildings. His proposition is
to do away with the present commission, and
to create A new one to consist of the Chief
Justice of the Snpreme Court, the presiding
Jndges of the Court of Common Pless and
District Conrt of Philadelphia, and the
Attorney-General for the time being. Ex-
aclly what good is to be obtained by this
arrangement we are uoable to ses, and
althongh such a commission might be unob.
jectionuble, provided the judges and the
Attorney-General had plenty of leisare to
superintend the preparation of plans and the
ereotion of the buildings, there really is no
oceasion whatever for the constitution of a
new Board of Commissioners, as the present
board proposes to oarry out in an eminently
satisfactory manner the expressed wishes of
the people. Mr. Dechert and the other
Philadelphia members of the Legislatare
onght to know by this time that the wild talk
of the Bulletin on the public buildings ques-
tion does not in any manner represent the

ladelphia. Before the October election the
Dulletin was perfeotly confident that Wash.
ington Square would be chosen as the site of
the public buildings by an immense majority,
for the good and sufficient reason that the
Dulletin building i< looated on Chesnut street,
above Bixth. The citizens of Philadelphia
were unable to see the matter in the same
light, and ever since the election our hitherto
swiable contemporary has entirely lost its
amiability, and has been so completely upset
by the actual result of the election that it has
not been ab'e to recover its balamce. The
Dulletin  predicted that the Washington
Square site would be chosen, and it warned
the voters of the awful consequences that
would follow if the publie buildings
were not located in the neighborhood of the
Bulletin building. Notwithstanding the pre-
diction and the fearful warnings of the Hul
letin, however, the voters of Philadelplia ac-
tually chose the Penn Square site by an over-
whelming majority. Snch a total want of
regard for the desires of the /fulletin was too
much for our contemporary, and it conld only
account for the result of the election on the
theory that the voters had been hocus-po-
cused, hoodwinked, blinded, and driven like
dumb cattle to the polls by a gang of terrible
conspirators known in the ZHulletin office as
the ‘‘Penn Square ring.” The conseqnuence
of all this is that the Dulletin can scarcely be
considered as a trnstworthy anthority on the
public building question, especially asthe other
papers which opposed the Penn Square site
have candidly admitted their defeat and have
accepted the situation, or else have preserved
a dignified silence on the subject. In view
of all the facts of the case, therefore, the best
thing Mr. Dechert and the other members of
the Legislature can do’ is to allow the present
Board of Commissioners to perform the duties
entrusted to them withont interference, for if
the public buildings are bmlt in asccordance
with the wild mnotions of those now oppos-
ing the plans of the commissioners, they will
excite the derision of every stranger who
visits Philadelphia, and will be anything but
matters of pride to our citizens eithor in the
present or the future.
